•00 feet of floor space in flve different 
bulldlnrs. atid with a business Koini: 
into the billions. 


The work .rhlch the Institution dh: 


in the days of the World war In fin- 
ancing the American end at that con- 
flict was referred te in detail, follow- 
ed by description of the development 
of the bank's collection system, where- 
by «.!! th* check* handled by the nu- 
merous member bank* In the district 
are settled directly through the Fed- 
eral reserve bank, not with long de- 
lay, but on the following day. cutting 
the expense and time one half on the 
part of the banks. The peak in the 
way of this collection business wa* 
1*90,000 in one day, 
but even un- 


der ordinary conditions it amounted 
to from 76 to 19 millions of dollars 
annually, and practically without ship- 
ment of currency from one point to 
another, only the balances being thus 
handled. 


The story was of particular Interest 


to the bankers present, being in fact, 
an outline of the work of an institu- 
tion in which practically all the banks 
of the state are stockholders and so 
are directly Interested, not so much 
perhaps for this reason as on account 
of the great use which they make of 
the Federal Reserve system. In con- 
clusion he thanked all present for 
their attention and urged each to cs.ll 
at the liank when in New York, as- 
suring them every courtesy and op- 
portunity personally to Inspect th* 
dally workings of an Institution In 
which as stockholders they are Inter-
